The Committee of Fourteen which, 
since 1905, has devoted its efforts 
toward the suppression of com- 
mercialized prostitution, sets fortn 
in its annual report for 1928, released 
for publication this morning, that 
night clubs and speakeasjes now fur- 
nish an overwhelming majority of 
such cases with Harlem as the head 
and front of this type/of offending.

The 
committee again stresses the need 
for centralization of the magistrates’ 
courts. It also suggests the ad- 
visability of increasing allowances 
for police investigations and calls for 
a “more effective enforcement by 
the Commissioner of Licenses of the 
provisions relating to licenses and 
closing hours.’’

A conaidiihne part of Wall Street 
regarded the reduction of the call- 
money rate to 5 per cent as last 
week's most significant event, in its 
bearing both on: present and ‘future 
of the markets. No rate.lower than 
6 per cent had been quoted on the 
Stock Exchange since July of last 
year. Occurring as last week’s low 
| rate did in the middle of October, a 
traditional period of money tension, 


nearly 1 per. cent in rates for collat- 
eral time”loans, it°was‘easy*to grasp 
‘| the inference that the tight-money 
1 period was ended. The further in- 
.férence, as.to thé probable meaning 
‘of continued easy money to the stock 
market, was drawn-with equal readi- 
ness.

money. rate .called forth confident 
predictions thatthe Reserve Bank 
rate would immediately be reduced. 
All .of these, inferences. were. col- 
ored by the wish which inspired the 
How much or how. little 
last week's easing-off of-money rates 
actually signified, depends. not only 
on. its immediate causes but on the 
future operation of the influences 
that brought about the money strin- 
gency. Various causes must have 
contributed to last week’s relatively 
low call-money rate, but the predomi- 
nant cause was undoubtedly © stock 
market liquidation. The closing-out 
of speculative accounts had been un-. 
usually large. So it was last March, 
when the process brought down oe |: 
money rates from 20 per cent to 6, | 
and last -December, when they fell 
from 12 to 6, On both oceasions, re- 
sumption 6f speculation for the rise 
quickly: drove up the rate again to 
12 and 10; and the sequel was ad- 
vance, not reduction; in the Reserve 
Bank rate.

-Rise .of Chains Pointed Out.

The: heads of. scveral large invest- 
ment houses here today expressed 
the belief that improvement in the 
bond market will be hastened by the 
return of easy money rates, as the 
present low pricés at which bonds, 
are selling show very attractive 
yields. The substantial gain in bond 
prices last week on the New York 
Stock Exchange was cited as a direct 
résult of low money rates.
